James Eads How Finally Devises 
Plan for Using Legacy 
for Hoboes. 


COMMITTEE TO HELP HIM 


National Officers of Brotherhood 
Make Appropriations—Get 
$25 a Month Each. 


James Eads How, after 18 months’ de- 
liberation, finally has devised a plan 
by which he is carrying out his an- 
nounced intention of using his $250,000 
legacy for the uplift of the hobo. 

The so-called ‘‘millionaire hobo” told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today that he 
hes authorized a committee composed of 
the four national officers of the Inter- 


national Brotherhood Welfare Associa- 
tion, each drawing a salary of $25 a 
month, to supervise the expenditure of 
the income from $125,000—that part of his 
inheritance which came into his abso- 
lute possession upon the death last year 
of his mother, Mrs. Elisa How, who 
lived at 5115 Lindell boulevard. 

In addition, How has another $125,000 
held in trust for him, the income of 
which he cannot pledge or promise in 
any way, but must draw personally. He 
also is devoting most of this to the cause 
of the hobo brotherhood, spending con- 
siderable traveling about and organizing 
his followers. Meanwhile, however, his 
cost of subsistence is kept well within 
$25 a month. He sleeps at cheap lodging 
houses here and there and eats 10 and 15 
cent meals. He is a vegetarian and 
often makes a meal of a bag of fruits 
or nuts. 

Appropriations Made, 

His money is being spent with all the 
formality with which a Legislature ex- 
pends the revenue of a State. There is 
requisitioning, apportioning and appro- 
priating. Every branch of the brother- 
hood’s activities gets its part. For in- 
stance, the last session of the national. 


committee, held Wednesday, made yt 
-propriations as follows: WA te degli 


International Brotherhood Welfare As-| 
sociation headquarters, $500; Internation- 
al Hobo College at Chicago, $750; the 
Hobo News, $600; Ruskin College, at 
Ruskin, Fla., $25. The last named insti- 
tution asked for $200, but the committee 
used its slicing power. 

The final authoritative act of appro- 
priating is performed by a Holding Com- 
mittee, not quite identical with the Na- 
tional Committee, to which How has 
turned over the $125,000 of which he had 
absolute disposal. This committee is 
composed of John X. Kelly, national 
secretary; Mrs. Cora D. Harvey, na- 
tional treasurer; Robert Irwin, editor of 
the Hobo News, and one representative 
each from the Junior Co-Operative and 
Newsboys’ Association and the Brother- 
hood of Daily Life. The National Com- 
mittee, which really decides the amounts 
and purposes of all appropriations, is 
composed of the salaried national offi- 
cers. Besides Kelly and Mrs. Harvey, 
members of the Holding Committee, these 
are Charles Kruse, national president, 
and Nicholas Klein of Cincinnati, legal 
adviser. 

The newest and most ambitious under- 
taking of How’s hoboes ts the educa- 
tional institution at Chicago, Known as 
the International Hobo College, designed 
to feed the intellect of the migratory 
worker rather than his oft-starved 
stomach. Indirectly, it may help his 
stomach, for one of its aims is to teach 
him the rights that are his on the road. 
Its most popular department, which at 
the opening last spring had an enroll- 
ment of 200, is a course in law, dealing 
with the application and interpretation 
of vagrancy statutes in the various 
states. 

Medical Ald Taught. 

Another course in the college teaches 
medical aid, sanitation and eugenica, 
and a third course treats of a 
and organization. National President 
Kruse said yesterday that for the open- 
ine this fall a large building at Ashland 
boulevard and Monroe avenue, in Chi- 
cago, has been leased and several teach- 
ers in the public schools engaged to give 
their services at hight. This college has 
had $1250 from How's fund. 

The national organization urges its 
locals to become self-supporting from 
the dues of their members—5 cents a 


month—but it is ready to help out with) 


appropriations wherever the brothers are 
in need of food and shelter. President 
Kruse said. There are locals in St. 
Louis, Kansas City, Denver, San Fran- 
cisco, Detroit, Cleveland, Cincinnati and 
Chicago.

Some Not to Contribute, 

Of 22 employes in State offices in Jef- 
ferson City to whom a Post- Dispatch 
reporter talked, only three said ‘they 
intended to contribute the amounts re- 
quested by the State committee. 

So far there has been no definite as- 
sessment of policemen in St. Louis, one 
of the usual sources of large campaign 
contributions. At roll calls at the police 
stations 10 days ago the Captains no- 
tified the policemen that if they de- 
sired they could contribute to the Demo- 
cratic campaign fund.

Police Chief. and. Four Captains 
Are First Witnesses—286 
Places in City. 


The grand jury today began an inves- 
tigation of the lid club situation in St. 


Louis with a view to findifig out why the 
police have not been more active in clos- 
ing these clubs where liquor has been 
sold without a license in violation of the 
law. 1 | 
Police Chief Young, Capt. O’Brien of 
Central District, Capt. Schoppe of Carr 
Street District, Capt. Johnson of La-, 
clede Avenue District and Capt. Single- 
ton of Dayton Street District were the 
witnesses summoned for the first hear- 
ing. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey said that on 
Sept. 21, after the killing of Harry Dunn 
at the Typo Press Club, he wrote a let- 
ter to Chief Young asking him to furnish 
a lst of all the lid clubs in St. Louis. 
The answer, he said, surprised him, as 
Chief Young’s list showed there are now 
286 of these clubs in the city. 


The Circuit Attorney said that under 
the decision of the Missouri Supreme 
Court in the St.Louis. Club case the 
operation of any sort of club where 
liquor was sold without a license was a 
plain violation of law and he believed 
the police had a right to close the lid 
clubs and seize their liquor. Until the 
Dunn killing, he said, he had supposed 
that the Typo-Press Club had gone out 
of existence. 

Lecker System Used for Time. 

After the Supreme Court decision was 
handed down some clubs made a pre- 
tense of operating under the “locker 
system” for a time, but the practice of 
selling over the bar was soon resumed 
by most of the clubs classed by the po- 
lice as “lid clubs.” 

The police have made sporadic raids 
on lid clubs since the St. Louis Club 
cese was decided by the Supreme Court.

E OF F SHELL FIRE 


=} American Correspondent Who From Tree Saw 
Redoubt Taken Describes How Artillery 
Screens Advances of Infantry.

The Only American Corespondent at 
British Headquarters in France. 

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
THE FIELD IN FRANCS, Sept. 29.— 
“You have just time to get into a tree- 
top and see us go after the Schwaben 
redoubt,” said a staff General to the 
correspondent of the Associated Press 
today. Attacks have been so numerous 
along the British front in the last few 
days that even if informed of all before- 
hand the correspondents would have to 
possess a dual personality to be present 
at all. The offensive is in one of its 
bit-by-bit stages, but is being pressed 
with sustained and tireless fury under 
the auspices of the halcyon autumn 
weather, for. the last week surpassing 
any other week since it began. 

Schwaben redoubt is beyond Thiepval, 
which was taken Tuesday. A crucifix 
once crowned this ridge. Where it 
stood became the center of the strong- 
est defense German industry and in- 
genuity could build. This was the goal 
ef the Ulstermen inetheir heroic charge 
on July 1, when they fell face forward 
under the storm of machine gun fire 
sent from the site of the former shrine, 
which peasants working {n their fields 
could see when they looked up from 
their labors in the surrounding fields 
and villages. 

Hill Long Let Alone. 

In all the weeks since July 1 the Brit- 
ish made no further attempt at this 
hill, Their trenches were in the same 
place as béfore that. day. The ‘'No 
man’s Land,” or dead space, remained 
where it was when the Germans first 
formed their defensive line. But while 
the British were swinging from the 
south where the grand attack on July 
1 had succeeded, they had given Thiep- 
val and Schwaben redoubt a fair daily 
allowance of shell fire, though wer eta 
rv infantry attack. 

For nearly three months this aotten. 
ing process continued. Then when the 
British had gained the ridges running at 
an angle with the old German line of 
Thiepval, they began to take fresh in- 
terest in that old ‘first line. Now they 
did not have to attack it in front, but 
approached it from the side as well as 
having it in a crushing vise. 

One German officer who was captured 
said he did not think the British good 
enough soldiers to attack in this way, 
which was just the way the British did 
attack after their lesson of July 1, 


“and we hope the Germans will con- 
tinue to think us stapid,’’ said a British 
staff officer. 

But beyond Thiepval was that: last 
commanding high ground south of the 
Ancre. Bare and brown it looked this 
morning and distinct were the German 
trenches, which they were going to 
“get’’ at ~ given moment. 

Meanwhile all along the line of bat- 
tle came just the steady gunfire 
which has been maintained without 
intermission of late. This keeps the 
Germans always under a strain, de- 
stroying their works as fast as they 
can dig. They never know when or 
where such things as happened this 
morning at Schwaben redoubt may 
happen. And suddenly balls of smoke 
so thick that they soon became a 
cloud were laid over the German first 
line on the ridge, and every onc 
breaking from an ugly flash. Hissing, 
crashing death laid its gripping, 
clinging mantle over this trench, 
whose inmates could survive only by 
hugging their dugouts. Every sheil 
seemed to fall back between two 
imaginary lines of tape laid for the 
guidance of the gunners. 

Shell Shields .for Infantry. 

When the rain of steel ceased the Brit- 
ish soldiers, timing their arrival to 
its cessation, were over the parapet and 
at the doors of the dugouts. Then on 
the next trench in the same fashion 
the waves of shell fire swept up the 
hillside as shields for the advancing 
waves of khaki. 

There are creeping artillery barrages 
and jumping barrages and many kinds 
as the guns come playing an increas- 
ingly skillful part. And the Germans 
came back, their shells screaming 
through the British shell curtain, trying 
to check the human waves. Bier unless 
their curtains were laid in the right 
places they were waste. A line of in- 
fantry may be fairly safe with a curtain 
shell fire 100 yards on either side. 

Tomorrow those waves may be broken 
with sudden intensity at some other 
point along the battle line and another 
village or system of trenches’ may be 
taken. 

Three-quarters of Schwaben redoubt 
is in British hands and 600 or 600 prison- 
ers were shelled out of their dugouts, 
while the fighting continues at this 
writing. 

All along the line the British are 
gaining ground. 


French Forward Mcvement on Somme 
Continues; 40,000 Prisoners Taken 


ON THE FRENCH FRONT, Sept. 238. 
—French troops, co-operating with the 
British, continue their advance and are 
driving the Germans out of villages and 
fortified positions both north and south 
of the Somme. 

The forward move of the allied ar- 
mies, although seemingly slow, appears 
to be irresistible._ Since the offensive 
began on July 1, the French have re- 
captured on this front of the Somme 200 
square kilometers of territory, their ad- 


vance varying from 2 to 12 kilometers!

As oné battalion of German infantry 
came forward in waves to attack a de- 
tachment, the French holding the most 
advanced trench sprang over the papa- 
pets and dashed forward to meet them 
ii: the open with a bayonet. 

From an observation post situated in 
the center of the recent fighting oppo- 
site Clery, the correspondent watched 
the French shelling the ruins of Mont 
St. Quentin, which still contained living 
Ge s. Every shell threw up clouds 
of red*brick dust and while this was set- 
tling the Germans replied by bombard- 
ing the ruins of Clery, in the hope of dis- 
turbing the French there. 

All around the landscape is indented 
by myriads of large and small: shell 
holes. The slopes and numerous crests 
are marked with communication trench- 
es and former front line works, which 
have. been flattened out and their Ger- 
man occupants killed. 

Traversing the battlefield where the 
Germans and French had faced each 
other for many months, barb wire was 
encountered at every angle. The process 
of destruction demanded the expendi- 
ture of almost fabulous quantities of 
shells. 


Lesson French Have Learned. 

The French prepared the way for their 
advance very thoroughly, knowing the 
difficulties. of the country Where the 
Germans had chosen to oppose them. 
Every foot of the German works was 
swept with projectiles before a single 
file of French soldiers was permitted to 
go over the trenches. The French have 
learned the lesson of sparing lives since 
the beginning of the war. 

As the French now occupy the highest 
erests of this country, it is difficult for 
the Germans to inflict much damags: on 
them with their artillery. They use ob- 
servation balloons, owing to the vigi- 
lance of the allied fliers. 

On the other hand, besides squadrons 
of aeroplanes, the entente allies have 
stationed every few hundred yards ulong 
the entire battle front dozens of ‘‘sau- 
sages,”’ from which, when the weather 
conditions are favorable, come reports ef 
every move behind the German lines. 


Naval guns have been found of enor- | 


mous value, owing to their long range. 
They are mounted on railroad trucks 
and are extremely mobile for transfer 
from one point to another on the front.

Finally, the Rumanian Minister in Ber- 
iin, on the order of the King, gave to 
me a formal declaration that the King 
desired to maintain Rumania’s neutral- 
ity and that the Government was in a 
position to do so. Premier Gratiano ie- 
clared to the German Minister at Bu- 
charest, Baron von Bussche-Hadden- 
hausen, that he fully indorsed the dec- 
laration of the King. 

* “However, we were not deceived. 
We were informed continuously in re- 
gard to Bratiano’s negotiations during 
August and constantly directed the 
King’s attention to the secret intrigues 
of his Prime Minister. The King de- 
ciared seyeral times that Bratiano was 
rot bound or binding himself to the en- 
tente. As late as three days before 
the declaration of war, the King said 
to our Minister that he knew the over- 
whelming majority of the Rumanian 
Nationals did not desire war. To an 
intimate friend the King declared on 
the same dav in the most categorical 
fashion that he would not sign an or- 
der for mobilization. On August 26, the 
day preceding Rumania’s declaration of 
war, the King said to the Austro-Hun- 
garian Minister that he did not wish 
war. I add in passing that Brgtiano at 
the same time assured the Austro-Hun- 
Sirian representative that he had de- 
cided to maintain neutrality, and that 
the outcome of the session of the 
Crown Council which had been called 
for the following day would prove the 
truth of his words. 

" “As late as Aug. 23 the entente Pow- 
ers had not decided at what moment 
Rumania ought to declare war. We 
knew this from a most reliable source. 
The Rumanian army still lacked pre- 
paredness and particularly lacked mu- 
nitions, aS was proved later at the time 
of the fall of Turtukai and Silistria. 

Ultimatum From Russia. 

“Then events were precipitated. From 
information which must be considered 
reliable, it appears that Russia sudden- 
ly presented an ultimatum that she 
would cross the unprotected Rumanian 
frontier if Rumania did not begin war 
before Aug. 25. Whether this ultimatum 
was a piece of comedy pre-arranged 
with Bratiano, in order to influence the 
hesitating King, I leave undecided, but 
the die was cast. 


“‘M. Briand (Premier of France) in 
his latest discourse praised the beauty 


and loveliness of Rumania’s procedure. 


Political conditions of such a nature 
that orders of Kings and Ministers 
amount to nothing show the doubtful 
value of those ideals of liberty, justice 
and civilization for which the entente 
pretends that it fights. Since the begin- 
ning of the world war Rumania. has 
fcllowed a policy of piracy, depending 
upon the general war situation. Ru- 
mania’s military capitulation will prove 
at mistaken as her political capitulation 
to her entente friends, which already 
has been proted to have been wrong. 
They must have hoped earnestly that 
Rumania’s participation In the war 
would cause the defection-of Bulgaria 
and Turkey. But Turkey and Bulgaria 
are not the same as Rumania and Italy. 
Firm and inviolable stands their faith- 
tulness as allies, and they have won glo- 
rious victories in Dobrudja.’’ 

‘*‘The Chancellor insisted that from the 
very beginning the war had been for 
Germany, ‘nothing but defense of our 
right to life and liberty,’ and said that 
therefore Germany, the first and only 
one of all the belligerents, had declared 
her readiness for peace negotiations, on 
Dec. 9, 1915,.and on several oceasions 
subsequently. 

“*We did our duty,’ he continued. 
‘Does anyone dare ask that today we 
make proposals to our enemies, inas- 
much as M. Briand.a short time ago 
Said that consideration of peace now 
would be a humiliation and a disgrace 
to the memory of the dead” 

“ “They continue the war because they 
hope to attain their utopian aims. Their 
lust of conquest persists, if the moun- 
tains of corpses tower higher every day, 

“The French Prime Minister said, in 
one of his latest speeches that France 
is fighting for a firm and lasting peace, 
in which the freedom of nationalities 
will be protected by international agree- 
ments against all attacks. We, too, de- 
sire this. We wish to protect Germany 
forever against every attack. But does 
M. Briand—united with our enemies even 
before the war in an alliance of French 
thrist for revenge, Russian lust of con- 
quest and the British policy of isolating 
Germany and dominating the whole 
world, an alliance that desires to annihi- 
late, attempts to boycott, and shapes its 
entire policy not only for the period of 
the war, but for the time after the war 
—does M. Briand believe that this pre- 
pares soil from which could grow inter- 
national agreements granting to nations 
liberty, honor, dignity and peaceful col- 
laboration for the sake of humanity and 
progress? Or does M. Briand really be- 
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 ieve he can obtain this lofty ideal in 
time by a war of annihilation in which 
the last of the youth of France is perish- 
ing on the devastated battlefields of 
Verdun and the Somme?” 

‘The Chancellor then protest d 
against reports that the German Em- 
peror in the past had used in influeace 
with the Russian Emperor in order to 
‘impede RussiaSs evolution toward lib- 
erty. 

“<“Mhis report is untrue, as I state 
publicly in this place,’ he sair. ‘It is 
the opposite of the truth. The arrange- 
ment of public life in Russia, whether | 
autocratic or constitutional, is merely 
Russia’s business. I abstain completely 
from criticism. I represent only Ger- 
man interests. What we desire from 
other nations, no matter whether they 
live in this or that form of state, is 
that German rights and interests shall 
be inviolable.’ 

“Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg then dis- 
cussed the aims of Great Britain. ‘What 
Great Britain wants to make of Ger- 
many,’ he said, ‘is shown by the Brit- 
ish without any possibility of doubt. 
They want to destroy our national life. 
The Germany which England wants to 
lay at her feet is a country without 
military defense, a country crushed eco- 
nomically, boycotted by the entire world 
and sentenced to lasting economic in- 
firmity. 

“* When this German competition shall 
have been eliminated, when France has 
lost. all her blood, when all her allies 
of war must toil as England’s slaves in 
the financial ife, when the neutral world 
of Europe must follow each English 
command and submit to every British 
blacklist, then England will build on de- 
vastated Germany her dream of English 
world dominion, 

“This is the aim for which England 
is fighting with forces and means un- 
naralleled in her hustory, adding one 
breach of international law to another. 
Therefore, England is our. most egoistic, 
our most bitter and most tenacious en- 
emy. 

“““ German statesman who would re- 
frain froM™ -using against this enemy 
every proper means of warfare which is 
apt tO shorten the war deserves to be 
hanged?’ 

“The Chancellor protested against re- 
ports that for any reason whatever all 
means of warfare were not being used 
as fully .as possible.*° He declined to 
enter into the public discussion which 
recently has arisen on this. subject, 
saying the times were too grave. 


Reviews Economic Situation. 
“The Chancellor then briefly reviewed 


the economic situation. He said that 
the English starvation blockade had 
failed and- that the provisionment of 
the German nation had been improved 
by the recent harvest. 

“Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg acknowl- 
edged the ‘heroism with which the Ger- 
man nation bears its burdens of war 
end especially the heroism with which 
our sons and brothers on the front 
witsstand the furious attacks of an en- 
emy far superior in numbers and pro- 
jectiles. Never in the world-history has 
man seen anything like this.’ 

“Continuing, the Chancellor said: 

“*What gives us force to stand in 
this struggle against almost the. entire 
worli if not love for the land of our 
fathers which unites all its sons with 
an unswervable bond; if not the un- 
corrupted force of arms and hearts 
which lievs at the rock bottom of our 
national life and from which new 
generations rise. 

** ‘Nothing of this which has stood the 
first test can be missed in peace times. 
What has turned out to be true in war 
must live in peace. 

* ‘Tnmeasured work awaits me,’ wrote 
Frederick the Great when the seven 
years war drew to an end.’ ‘Unmeas- 
ured work was for us the result of all 
the struggles in which Prussia and Ger- 
many for 150 years have had to defend 
their existence. This was for our good 
fortune and will be so again. 

“Great tasks which await us in all do- 
‘mains of state and of social economic 
and political life need all the vital solid 
forces of our nation.

* When Mrs. Peter Aubuchon of Flor- 
issant called yesterday at the City In- 
firmary to see her brother, Joseph De 
Heater, formerly of 6149 Bartmer ave- 
nue, she was told that he had been’ dead 
since May 22 and that his body had been 
turned over to the Anatomical Board 


and by it given to the St. Louis Uni- 
versity School of Medicine. 

She found a body at the medical col- 
lege which she thinks is that of her 
brother, but she was téld that she would 
have to pay the college $10 for embalm- 
ing it and taking care of it all this time. 

De Heater was taken to the city hos- 
pital June 26, 1913, following a stroke of 
paralysis. Nov. 1, 1915, he was removed 
to the infirmary, where he was regis- 
tered as Joseph De Harto. Mrs. Au- 
buchon saw him there three days later. 
She. did not call again until yesterday, 
when she learned that he was dead. She 
said she had received no notification, 
although her name was on the “history’”’ 
of. the case. 

At the medical college she was shown 
a body which was tagged Joseph De 
Harto, which was received May 23. She 
could not positively identify it. Al- 
though she cannot afford to pay the $10 
demanded, Mrs. Aubuchon wants to 
bury the body at St. Ferdinand ceme- 
tery, 
Aubuchon ancestors are buried,’ her 
great-grandfather, Batiste Aubuchon, 
having. been one of the first settlers at 
Florissant.

City Phone System to Be In- 
stalled Despite Action, Signal 
Superintendent ' Says. 


Mayor Kiel received today from James 
©. Espy, secretary of the Police Board, 
« letter informing him that the board, 
at a special meeting yesterday, decided 
to continue the present contract with 

¢ Kinloch Telephone Co. for the patrol 
box system and requesting that the 
Mayor notify George McD. Jones, super- 
intendent of Fire and Police’ Telegrarh, 
not to interfere with the system. vy in- 
stalling new apparatus or alterations or 
additions. 

The Police Board, by voting to dis- 
approve a portion of the minutes of its 
meeting Aug. 18, continued for one year 
the contract with the Kinloch Telephone 
Co., under which the police telephone 
and signal service is furnished. ° 

The board before the removal of Presi- 
dent Samuel B. McPheeters by acting 
Governor Painter, and before the resig- 
nation of Thomas S. Maffitt, voted to 
cancel the contract. Afterward Walter 
D. Thompson, a director of the Kin- 
loch’s long distance company, was made 
president of the Police Board, and Mi- 
chael Arendes and Henry Ostertag were 
appointed members. 

President Thompson has no direct con- 
nection. with the local Kinloch company, 
with which the Police Board has its 
contract, but the long distance company 
of which he is a director, owns a ma- 
jority of the stock of the local com- 
pany. 

The minutes of the Aug. 18 meeting 
ordinarily would have been approved at 
the next meeting, but at the suggestion 
of President Thompson such action was 
delayed. Definite action refusing to ap- 
prove them was taken yesterday. 


Former Action Held Illegal. 
President Thompson contends that Me-

PRESIDENT OPENS 
HS CAMPAIN OF 
LETTER - WRITING 


Tells Women’s Club Real Issue 
Is of Keeping Nation: on 
Present Terms of Peace. 


LONG BRANCH, N. J., Sept. 29.—In a 
message opening his campaign of let- 
ter writing, President Wilson declares 
that ‘‘the question is about to be deter- 
mined whether we ghall keep the nation 
upon its present terms of peace and good 
will with the world or turn to radical 
changes of policy which may alter the 


whole aspect of the nation’s life.” 

The President wrote the letter to Miss 
Leona L. Larrabee, president of the 
Women’s Democratic Club of Portland, 
Ore., thanking her for work being done 
in his behalf by the organization. 

“I cannot help having the feeling,” 
said the President's letter, ‘that the in- 
telligent women of Oregon need no sug- 
gestion or intimation from me as to 
what are the real issues of the present 
campaign or the real concern that wom- 
en must have with those issues. 

“As a very sincere advocate of exten- 
sion of the suffrage.to women, it seems 
to me a very great disservice to the 
cause that partisan use should be made 
of it, particularly at a time so critical 
as this, when the question is about to 
be determined whether we shall keep 
the nation upon its present terms of 
peace and good will with the world or 
turn to radical changes of policy which 
may alter the whole aspect of the na- 
tion’s life.”’ 

Letter to Business Club. 

In another letter, sent to Howard 3S. 
Williams of Jackson, Miss., express- 
ing regret that he cannot attend the 
annual convention of the Young Men's 
Business Clubs of America, at Jackson, 

‘on Oct. 10, the President declared that 
the future business development of the 
country rests in an unusual and peculiar 
degree at present in the hands of young 
business men. 

“The problems of the future in the 
field of business are going to be new 
problenmis very largely,” he wrote, ‘‘or 
else old problems in a new form. It 
will need imagination, vigor and enter- 
prise to deal with them as they should 
be dealt with, and the young men of 
this generation should be preparing 
themselves in mind and purpose for a 

era. It will be a great privilege if 
I could come to bear such a message 
in person. Since I cannot, I can\only ask 
you to utter it for me and to assure the 
gentlemen assembled of my profound 
interest in the part they are to play in 
the future development of the great na- 
tion we love.” 

The President made it clear again 
that he has no intention of making a 

campaign tour. It was reiterated 
that all speeches made by him away 
from Shadow Lawn will be before 
non-partisan organizations and, gen- 
erally speaking, will be non-political 
in form. 

In replying to an invitation to 
make an extra speech on one of his 
middle western trips, Secretary Tu- 
multy wrote that no plans were being 
made for any rear-platform speeches 
by the President. On these trips the 
President’s private car will be at- 
tached to regular trains and only the 
regular brief stops will be made. 

Plans for Wilson Day. 

A suggestion has been made here 
that a Wilson day be celebrated be- 
fore election in all parts of the coun- 
try, the President to write a message 
for the occasion. The plans are only 
in tentative shape, however. 

Co-operation betWeen the national 
and state organizations in various 
states will be taken up by the Presj- 
dent in the near future. He has al- 
ready seen Samuel Seabury, Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor of New 
York, and within a short time he wiil 
see Edwin S. Harris, Democratic State 
Chairman in New York, and William 
F.. McCombs, Democratic candidate 
for United States Senator. 

The President accepted an invita- 
tion to review the Fourth New Jersey 
Regiment at Seagirt Saturday. The 
President discussed political ques- 
tions with Miss Ida Tarbell, a maga. 
zine writer, yesterday and late in the 

afternoon received a group of moving 
picture operators who took him in 
various poses.

F,'C. Winkler, Republican, Says

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Sept. 2.—‘‘I am 
deeply persuaded that no man in the 
presidential chair could, with safety to 
our country, have pursued a substan- 
‘tially different course from that of 
President Wilson, or conducted it with 
fewer errors.

S TATISTICS show that 40 per cent of 


those who buy on credit never pay 
their accounts in full, and 7 per 
cent never pay anything at all. Some of 
those who do not pay are nothing 
but deadbeats. And some of them 
are really good men and would pay if 
they could, but have gotten so deeply 
in debt that it is impossible for them 
to get out. This is not the fault of 
the men. It is the fault of credit. 
When a man is a proud man and 
earnestly wishes to pay his way like 
an honest, self-respecting citizen, let 
him avoid charge accounts if his in- 
come is small or uncertain. The 
charge-it habit is the undoing of 
many a family. Beginning with pride, 
a succession of unexpectedly large 
bills, comtined with a little bad luck 
and too much optimism, may throw 
a family off its base. The result is 
that inability to meet past due ac- 
counts and keep current accounts 
paid reduces the family to the level 
of the “slow-pays,” from which it is 
easy and customary to drop _ into 
the delinquent class. oe 
People who are.in right and 
left, and who form the habit of dodg- 
ing bill collectors, prevaricating to 
merchants, avoiding duns and disap- 
pearing on the first day of the month, 
are embarrassed and humiliated 
whether they admit it or not. They 
are failures, failures to the extent 
that the sweetness of life is indepen- 
dence, and they are not independent. 
Pay cash and be not ashamed to 
bargain. Hold your money until it 
will buy the most. Unless, of course, 
you are one of the few whose re- 
sources are always equal to their lia- 
bilities. And don’t forget that the 
few who are able to pay the most 
are as a rule very economical buy- 
ers. They come nearer getting their 
money’s worth than most of the 
small spenders who imagine that 
carelessness in expenditure is a sign 
of easy circumstances. The few vul- 
gar spenders who are rich and who 
buy expensive goods in a loud voice 
purposely to awe the salesgins and 
the other shoppers are not fair ex- 


amples of the really wealthy.

The next document read by Hughes 
was an extract from a letter, written, 
Aug. 6 by Wheeler to Senator Newlands, 
as follows: 

‘‘'The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion is the only body that can make 
such an inquiry with a result acceptable 
to the railroad employes, the roads them- 
selves and the general public. Any spe- 
cial committee might Se more or less 
tinged with politics. The Interstate 
Commerce Commission is sufficiently ju- 
dicial in its character and independent 


‘In its operations to be above any po- 
litical bids and would do the work in a 
highly acceptable manner. 

“Tt is true that the commission is al- 
ready overburdened, but there is no 
other subject now before it which ranks 
in importance so high as averting a tie- 


up of our freight transportation, and 
inasmuch as a tie-up is imminent it 
would seem justifiable to place upon the 
commission the added burden of gather- 
ing the proper statistics for Congress 
and for the public as one of the mose 
important tasks that could be delegated 
to it at this time. 
Telegram to President. 

A telegram from Wheeler to President 
Wilson, dated Aug. 12, was next read 
by Hughes, as follows: 

‘Mr. President, I beg you to consider 
at this juncture in the railroad situation 
the desirability of putting the influence 
of the administration behind Senate 
joint resolution in its present or some 
modified form. Notwithstanding the ob- 
durate attitude of both sides, they can- 
not, without reaping the condemnation 
of the whole public, disregard the. re- 
quest of Congress to withhold action 
until certain facts can be ascertained 
which bear directly upon the merits of 
the demands of the men or contingent 
proposals of the roads, facts which 
must in any event be secured before an 
arbitration award upon any part of the 
differences could properly be reached. 

“If the demands of the men are just, 
they will not suffer from a proper in- 
quiry, nor will they be irreparably in- 
jured by continuing upon the present 
basis while inquiry is being made. It 
the contingent proposals.of the roads are 
just, they will not be denied considera- 
tion. Facts have not entered into this 
controversy as bearing upon the merits 
of the proposals of either side. The pub- 
lic has been compelled to form its opin- 
ions upon unsupported or admitted par- 
tisan statements, wholly contradictory. 

“No one denies that the Interstate 
Commerce Commission is overburdened; 
neither is there any doubt that the com- 
mission is the only existing Federal 
agency having the equipment and ex- 
perience requisite to the task of posses- 
sing the confidence of all parties to the 
controversy. As between taxing the 
commission a little further and endur- 
ing the suffering and loss of a general 
railroad strike, there can be no sita- 
tion. The country will applaud the com- 
mission for laying aside for a time some 
of its present duties to meet this emer- 
gency, the like of which has never be- 
fore confronted the country.”

We are not in a position 
to say whether the demands are equita- 
ble and just or not. Our position is that 
the facts ought to be investigated and 
if the demands are just they ought to 
be granted immediately upon the ascer- 
tainment of the facts on their merits, 
and not because either party is so pow- 
erful that it can dictate its terms to the 
public. 

“‘We feel that there is no hope what- 
ever of a permanent settlement of this 
question short of the method proposed 
and we again appeal to you to use your 
power and influence to that end at this 
time.”

SAYS ALCOHOL FROM SAWDUST | 
IS THE COMING AUTO FUEL 


Enough Material. Wasted, Engineer 
Declares, to Make 600,000 
Gallons Daily. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—That alcohol 
is che coming fuel for automobiles and 
other motors and that its manufacture 
from sawdust is successful on a com- 
mercial scale were the assertions made 
by Dr. Arthur D. Little of Baltimore, 
expert chemical engineer, who cd- 
dressed a conference of the American 

Chemical Society. 

“There is no longer any question of 
commercial success in the manufacture 
of alcohol for automobiles,’’ said the 
scientist. ‘“‘Experiments have shown al- 
cohol-can be manufactured for as low 
as 2 cents a gallon, and at that price 
it will undoubtedly be preferable to gas- 
Oline. Alcohol is cleaner, it will not ag 
readily catch fire and will develop near- 
ly as much horsepower.”’ 

Dr. Little read a telegram from Ar- 
thur H. Comey, a Du Pont chemist at 
Wilmington, saying the production of 
alcohol from sawdust is a great com- 
mercial success. Dr. Little said that in 
the yellow pine district enough material 
is wasted to make 600,000 gallons a day.
